7. A reflector for a lamp comprising a light reflective body having a coating of 
temperature-resistant tenacious plastic on at least a portion of the surface 
thereof. 

8. The reflector as claimed in claim 7, wherein said coating consists of a 
fluoropolymer. 

9. The reflector as claimed in claim 7, wherein said portion forms an exterior 
surface of said body. 



10. The reflector as claimed in claim 7, wherein said portion extends over an 
entire circumference, but only over a part of a length of said body. 

1 1 . The reflector as claimed in claim 7, wherein said coating is heat- and/or 
light-shielding. 

12. The reflector as claimed in claim 7, wherein said coating is transparent 
towards light and/or heat. 

13. The reflector of claim 7, wherein said lamp is a high-pressure gas 
discharge luminous body. 



Claims 7 through 13 are pending in the present application. Claims 1 
through 6 have been canceled without prejudice or disclaimer.
